MANY fcandalous Reports having 
been fpread concerning the Parentage 
and Birth of Mr. Alderman Barber, which 
are undeniably refuted in the Appendix to 
thefe Memoirs * it remains only to inform 
the Public, that at a proper Age, he was put 
Apprentice to Mrs. Clark^ a Printer's Wi- 
dow in Thames-Street. This Part of his Life 
being known, we fhall^withouD any farther 
Apology, proceed in his Hiftory • 

As fome have confidently aflerted, after 
the Expiration of his Time, that he owed! 
his Rife to Dean Swift j yet, in fatt, it is 
otherwife. For, although the Dean prin- 
cipally-contributed to the Advancement of 
his Fortune and Credit ; yet, another Au- 
thor ', * equally eminent in his Time,, was the 
firft who diftinguifhed Mr.Barier, and placed 
him in the Road of Profperity. And the 
Alderman himfelf, in his humble Moments, 
would not fcruple to declare, that though he

was indebted tp Dean Swift formally things, 
et, the firft Fifty Pounds he could ever call 
is own, was derived from a Pamphlet, wrote

This Gentleman was a celebrated Writer 
in the Reign of KingWiLLi am j and in great 
Favour at Court. He had wrote feveral 
Treatifes, which met with univerfal Appro- 
bation-; and, in particular, one intituled The 
History of Tom. Double. 

WLn.Barber was accidentallyrecommended 
to the Dodfcor, who confented to put the 
Pamphlet into his Hands, at a Time when 
he was only a Journeyman, and under a Ne- 
ceffity of borrowing Money to defray the 
Expences of the Impreffion. However, upon 
the Publication, it had a very popular Sale; 
and there was a Demand for ieveral fubfe- 
quent Editions of it, by which he cleared 
about 300 /. and railed himfelf above his for- 
mer dependant Condition. With this Sum 
he fet up on his own Foundation ; and by his 
Skill and Addrefs effe&ually fecured all the 
Doftor's future Compofitions, as well as a 
confidcrable Intereft in his Friendfhip. 

By this eminent Author he was made 
known, and recommended to Dean Swift ; 
who employed him on many Occdfions, and 
was induced to truft many valuable Papers

in his Hands/ from a Confidence in his Se- 
crecy, Fidelity, and Dexterity in his Profet 
fion. This uncommon Dexterity cannot 
be better illuftrated than by the following 
remarkable Incidents : 

Some ftiort Time after, Dr. Kino pub- 
liihing his Britijh Palladium, or a Welcome 
of Lord Bolingbroke from France^ Dr. Swift, 
Dr. Freind, and Mr. Prior, *with fome of 
theirs and my Lord's Friends, canie to pay 
aVifit to the Doctor ; and brought along witn 
them the Key of the Gazetteers Office, to* 
gether with another Key for the Ufe of the 
Paper-Office, which, at that Time, was 
made the Repofitory or Afylum for the Pope, 
the Pretender, and the Devil \ together with 
the Effigies of Dr. SacbevereJ, and fome 
other High Priefts, who were fiezed in a 

?rand Cavalcade, as the Mob called then 
*elbam's Mob, were marching along in 
great Triumph to burn them at Whitehall, 
or Cbaring-Crofs. 

The Day following this friendly Vijit, 
which was New-Year's -Day, 17 1 1, the Doc- 
tor took PofTeflion, and entered upon his 
Office*, and in two or three Days after wait- 
ed upon my Lord Bolingt>roke,tnen Secretary 
of State: He dined with his Lordfhip, and 
thanked himfor his kindRemembrance of him, 
at a Time when he had almoft forgot himfelf.

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<€ ANDfince, fays a late eminent Writer,* 
I iiave in this Place, in tender Regard to 
the Memory of Dr. King, an Opportunity 
given me, I muft complain of the Uokimk- 
nefs, as well as hateful Ingratitude of Mr. 
John Barber, (now Mr. Alderman Barber}) 
then City-Printer of London, who print- 
eel . the Gazette at that Time, and was 
fo cruel to the Doftor, as to oblige him to 
ttt up till Three or Four o* Clock in the 
Mornkig of thofe Days the Gazette was 
publifhed, to corre& the Errors of the Prefs ; 
which Bufinefs was not belonging to the 
Author, but a CorreSior, 'who is kept for 
that Purpofe in every Printing-Houfeof afly 
Confequence ; though this Slavery was im- 
pofed on the Doftor, and was indeed the 
main Reafon why he quitted it. And yet 
our Author had been very kind and obliging 
to Mr. Barber, in writing Examiners, and 
fome other Papers, for him gratis ; the Co- 
pies whereof were of considerable Advan- 
tage to him as a Printer, and which the 
Public were very fenfible of: Thofe Wri~ 
tings, at that JunSture, made him known 
to the Minijiry ; who afterwards employed 
him in the State-Paper" ^ called the Gazette ; 
which was no fmall Gain to the Printer there- 
of during the Time for difcharging fo many 
tboufand Prifoners, as the Aft of Parliament

for Relief of ftifolvent-Debtors then $£ 
charged; when there were fmgteMvertifc 
merits in fome of thofe Gazettes, that con- 
tained feven hundred Names and upwards, 
evsry one: of which paid one Shilling jtp i^e 
Printer, atleaft, nay, fometimes fttfeSh*^ 
lings, and fo cm to a Guinea, * if the Prifonor 
was (heightened for Time ; this was tfcp 
Golden Agel" 

A fecond Inftance of his Dexterity, wa§ 
This: Li the laft Year's Reign of Qjieen^wift 
whea Loiti BoUngbroke and fome others of 
the Miniftry had appointed Mr. Barber %$ 
print a Pamphlet, which was intituled, Ibt 
Public Spirit of the Whios, in anfwer to 3ir 
Richard Steele's Crisis; and, at that tisi^ 
was calculated to ferve fonie other import 
tant Purpofes ; there happened to he one Pat 
iagc in it, highly injurious to the Scots, and 
Severely reflecting on their whole Nation. 
This exceptionable Part was fopn faftenediot 
by the Nobility of that Kingdom, and defeat- ' 
edas foon as it appeared in public. The 
-Scots Peers took notice of it,, in- the Houfe 
of Lords, with the ftrongeft Marks of Jn- 
Agnation: They complained of the Infult, 
and infilled on having the Author ancj 
Printer punifhed with the greateft Severity. 
This was an unexpected Alarm to tjie Mi- 
niftry, who were under an abfolute neceffity 
3 3 of 
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t>f difowning publicly, what they privately 

had committed to the Prefs. 

In this Dilemma, Barber was fcnt for in 
all imaginable hafte, in order to coniult 
what Method or Expedient could be hit upon 
to extricate them All out of the preterit 
Difficulty. The Mlniftry, not willing to ap- 
pear in the Affair, rather promoted the Pro- 
lecution of the Printer, than they in any 
Degree feemed to difcourage it, and there- 
fore it was agreed to by the Lords, that the 
Printer fhould be brought before them, the 
Day following. This Barber knew, and, 
with great Sagacity, took back all the unfold 
Copies from the Publijhers> before the State 
Mejerigers had made any fearch tor them, 
and in ah exceeding Abort fpace of . Time 
fcnt them an equal Number ot Pamphlets, 
which to all appearance were the very fame. 
But Lord Bolingbrpke had drawn up for Bar* 
ber y another Paragraph, which was inferted 
inftead of the obnoxious one. This Altera* 
tion of a Leaf was executed fo fpeedily ; and 
the other cancelled through the whole Impref- 
fion, with fo great Care and Expedition, that 
when the Books were feized in his Cuftody, 
and He brought to anfwer before the Lords, 
the whole was fettled and adjufted to the 
Safety, as well as the Satisfaction of the 
Author. 

. According 
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According to Order, Barber appeared be- 
fore the Houfe thenext Day : And being in- 
terrogated, as to his printing and publifhing 
fuch a Pamphlet, he pofitively denied that 
in the Edition he had printed, there was any 
fuch Paragraph as they ordered to be read 
publicly to him: To convifl: him effe&ually, 
they called for one of thofe very Books, 
which were taken in his Pofleffion and re- 
ferred to the particular Page. But,, to their 
Amazement, as well as great Difappoint- 
ment, no Traces of fuch Refle&ions were to 
be found, the fufoe&ed Page being filled 
rather with Compliment than Inve&ive. 

This Incident (though feemingly infignifi- 
cant) gave him great Weight with Lorcf 
Bolingbroke^ Lord Oxford* and Dr. Swift; and 
they omitted no Opportunity of doing him 
eminent Services. A very material Proof 
of Lord Bolingbroke's Favour, he experienced' 
fome time after, when He and Mr. Benjamin- 
Tooke Bookfeller, at the Middle Temple- 
Gate in FIeet-Jireet> obtained a Reversionary 
Grant of the Employment of King's- Printer ? 
which was to take place in the Year 1738-9.. ' 
Of this Grant Barber made a very confider* 
able Premium^ by furrendering it again to 
John Bajkett, Efq; the former and prefent 
Proprietor. (Mr. Tooke fold his Moiety in ' 
his Life-Time to Mr. Bajkett for 1500/.) 
Yet Barber ', notwithftandinghis vaft Oblige 
B 4 tion 
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tions toDean Swift \ and his public Profeffioni 
of Love and Gratitude to that celebrated Wri- 
ter y in many Inftances (hewed a moft 
unthankful Spirit even to the Dean his 
Patron; and his Avarice frequently fwai- 
lowed up even the Memory of the infinite 
Debt he owed Him. 

H a v i n g now cftablifhed aReputation,and 
made a confiderable Sum by the conftantEm-r 
ployment and Encouragement he met with; 
he added continually to his Fortune, by fc> 
d'uftry and Parfimony. For, Avarice Was. 
his predominant Vice, although He had a 
variety of others in Con junction with it. 
And,- even in his Amour s, where he was di- 
rected: by his next prevailing Vice; Lewd- 
ne/s, his avaricious Temper, ufually chained, 
up his Hand from Extravagance, or even 
Liberality in Love. He was often inclined 
to Marry ; but the Expence of a Wife, he, 
could never refleft on without Meian- 
cholly. And, the moft effe&ual Way he 
took to cure himfelf of that expensive Ten- 
dency to Marriage, w^s by calculating and 
computing how much fuch a Companion 
might annually coft liim. And, froni 
this Mifcrly -method of Reafoning, hechofe. 
to ruin his Conftitution, and impair his 
Health, in the lewdeft Intrigues, which he 
could indulge^ or fhakq off at Pleafure; 
rather than lead a Life of Virtue* whilft his 

Riches. 
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Riches; might accidentally have been foifi*- 
what diminiflied. 

Of this Angular way of Thialongi the fol- 
lowing authentic Story, which is well atteft- 
ed, may be a very fufficient Proof. He had 
made his Addreflcs fiicce&fiilly to an Apothe- 
cary's Widow near C^jg^pjWhowa&faidto 
be much fuperaor tp him in Fortune* He 
had found means to obtain her Affection ; 
and their Affair was fo fecretly conduc- 
ed, that none for a confiderable Time fu£ 
peeled the Intimacy or Intercourse which 
fubfifted between them. Their Meeting 
were neither** public nor privateHoufes, to 
avoid . Expence as well as Sfifpkioa : Bat 
tliey fpent every Evening, from Nightfall, in 
a Haekaey-Coach, driving up and down 
Saint Paul's ChMreb*¥ara\ as' long as they 
thought convenient to continue together. 
At laft Mr. Barber determined to Marry 
her, and the Time was fixed, the Wedding 
Cloaths befpoke for her, and every Thing 
fettled. But, unhappily, (he came to vifit 
bimone Morning, in the fullneft of her 
Joy, and fhewed him her. Wedding Shoes 
Which were very rich: He figted at the ex- 
travagant Air of tWsi hisHearrtailed himj 
bis tove grewfickat tfaePip%ecl: of his' 
approaching Expence i and, in Ihort, he 
broke off the Match; discontinued bis Ad» 
di;elTes (although indeed it was feid, be bad 

obtained 
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obtained attjhe could grant before) and the un- 
happy Woman went Home, and lamented 
her Disappointment fo violently, that in a 
Ihort Time it ended her Days. 

And now I am fpeaking of his Amours, 
I cannot omit relating an arch Gibe which 
<was made on him by Mr. Lord, one of his 
Common-CounciUMen, fo lately as during 
his Mayoralty. 

It happened that They had Occafion to at- 
tend him on fome Ward-Bufinefe, one Morn- 
ing, before his Lordfhipwas ftirring; upon 
which he made hafte to get up. and when 
They were admitted into his Chamber, he 
<feftred thfeir Excufe for receiving them there, 
on Account of his many Infirmities, and parti- 
cularly complained how feverely he was at 
that Time affii&ed with the Gout . Ab My 
Lord, cries Mr. Lord, with a fly Shrug (tak- 
ing up a YtixoiWometfs Shoes, which he fpied 
lett under the Bed) your Lordfhip may well 
have the Gout, if you wear Juch Shoes as 
thtfe. : -• » v 



Having fey iht^Time ; worked himfelf in- 
to very eafy -Circumftarices, and into a 
confiderable Degree of Credit with fome 
eminent Citizens, he* was fuddenly ad- 
vanced to the greateft Height of Fortune, 
hy a very remarkable Incident- 



When 
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When the celebrated Proje& of the South* 
Sea took its Rife, there were few to be ad* 
raitted into the beneficial Part of that* 
Scheme- But, it happened, that Peter Gib*, 
bom, Efg|. of Putney, a Gentleman of great Un- 
derftanmng and Difcernment, had aq inti- 
mate Knowledge of the whole Projeft : And, 
out of Angular Friendfhip to Mr, Barber, 
influenced him to be an Adventurer. Barber, 
who was of a very enterprizing Spirit, had 
(bme Struggle between his Avarice to pre* 
ferve what he had, and his Ambition to have 
more. He dreaded the Lpfs of his Money, 
by fome fecret Bubble in the Affair ; but, 
the vaft ProfpeQ: of Increafe at laft deter- 
mined him to concurr with Mr. Gibbons 9 * 
ProppfaL 

In a fhort Time, he found himfelf worth 
an incredible Sum, by the rifing of the 
Stock. And, when the ; Heads of Multi- 
tudes were intoxicated with Succefs, which 
made them negligent to fecure what For* 
tune had thrown in their Way; Barber fat 
down fcrioufly to contrive a Method, to a- 
void thofe Misfortunes, which, not long af- 
ter, happened to vaft Numbers of all Ranks 
and Stations. 



The 
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T»e firfr pnktential Seep he took, was fci 
bargain for an Eftate, atBa/h-Sbene*; for 
which (it is faid) he paid at the Rate of 
forty Years Purchafe: Buf, bis ftymene 
was in Sout6-Sea»Stock. Next, he bought 
a very handfome Houfe in Qvexh's* Square 
near Bhom/bury 9 extreamly well furnilhed, 
and gave luch a Rate for it, as would have 
feemed extravagant, if it had nor been 
purchafed at fuch a Time. And, having 
thus provided himfelf a Country-Houft -ana 
a City-Hou/e, he fold out, till he got (ao 
cording to common Computation) Twenty- 
Thou/and Pounds, which he laid by, as a 
Referve, in Cafe of Accidents. And. with 
the Remainder of his Stock he * trafficked in 
that extraordinary-ProjeSt, till 0//- was Lo/t 9 ' 
except what he had cautioufly fecured be- 
fore. So that when the whole Nation felt 
die utmoft Diftrefs, and the Cries of Thou- 
fends,rukied by their adventurous Folly, were 
heard in every Corner of the Kingdom, he

Thus was he raifed beyond the utmoft of 
his Hope s and fbon after ele&ed Common* 
Council-Man, and then Alderman of Cajlle- 
Baynard-Ward. His great Wealth procured 
him Abundance of Flatterers; or which 
Oafs of People he was ever after moft ex* 
ceflively fond : Nay, fo abundant was his 
Vanity, that when he couldgetnone in Com- 
pany to flatter him, He turned his own Sy- 
cophant, and flattered Himfelf ! Infomucn, 
that it became a Doubt among his Intimates, 
which Vicewzs moft predominant in him, 
his Avarice, or his Vanity. 

He had not been long pofleffed of his New- 
Honour, when an impaired and fluttered 
Constitution obliged him to prepare for a 
Tour to Italy. ^ He was very Afthmatic, 
and his Phyficians advifed him to go to Sul- 
phatara, for the healing of his Lungs, as the 
only probable means of reftoring him to his 
Health. He willingly concurred with 
this Propofal, not only oijt of a regard to 
his Conftitiition ; but to fee fo celebrated a 
Part of the World. For, as his Conven- 
tion for many Years lay principally among 
Poets, and other Authors, his Head had re- 
ceived a very Romantic turn : And having 
heard, that Virgil and Horace were born 
in Italy », he was eager to fee the Places,*, 

> where 
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where thofe eminent Perfons had been Co ad- 
mired and carcfled. 

The mod material Obfervation he made 
in his Travels, through that agreeable Part 
of the World, was only this : That, as her 
had heard fo much talk of Virgil's Paflo- 
rals, which he had read iij Dryden's 
TranJIation, he expected to fee the whole 
Country inhabited by none but Polite 
Sbepherdi and Sbepberdejfes, making Gar* 
lands for each other, contriving innocent Ru- 
ral-Entertainments, Singing and Piping un- 
der every Sbru6, while their Flocks were 
wantonly fporting around them- And in 
fhort he flattered himfelf that he fhould be a 
Spe&ator of all thofe beautiful Scenes, which 
perhaps only exifted in the Imaginations of 
thofe inimitable Authors, by whom they 
were painted fo lively, and fo natural. And 
he ufed to confefs, that when he met with a 
Difappointment in this Article, all the real 
Charms of Italy were loft to him. 

But here, he pickt up a real Curiofity, 
which was This : An Italian Noblerpan was 
pofTefTed of the Firji Manufcript Copy of Mr. 
jiddijbn y $ Poetical Defcription of It aly, wrote 
by that Gentelman in the Year ijoz^Feb. 19. 
N. S. The Alderman begged it of him 1 and 
as it differs very much from what is printed in 
Tonjbn's 5th Mifcellany, we doubt nqt but it *

/A* Chevalier, &c. 

r Tn O returnnow to our Alderman— When 
1 he Arrived at Rome, and had fuffici- 
ently viewed the Buildings and other Curio- 
fitiesof that vaft City ; his Principles, or his 
Vanity prompted him to defire an Interview 
with the Chevalier. But as that Prince 
generally a&s with great Caution, he was 
lor fome time in fulpence of admitting his 
Vifit. Till at Iaft oeing informed, by his 
Agents, of the Alderman's true Principles, he 
confented to receive him, and the Manner 
of his Introduction was Thus, viz. 
,f About 
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About Twelve o' Clock at Night, two 
Ferfons came to him where he waited, at 
the Gafden-doorof theCHE valier's Palace, 
and having conduced him through feveralob- 
fcure Paflages, brought him to the Royal- 
Apartment, where thatPRINCE,attendea but 
by one Gentleman, waited his Coming. He 
was received with great Civility, and had 
many Queftions asked him concerning his 
Friends, the Jacobites in England. The Al- 
derman gave the beft Account he could ; and 
after a Conference of about half an Hour, he 
retired, as happy in his own Opinion, as if he 
had gained a new Addition to his Fortune. 
But, inftead of that, he was in reality a Suf- 
ferer by this Vifit; for he not only made a 
confiderable Prefenton thatOccafion,* but 
he engaged himfelf to pay an Annuity during 
Life; which he remitted with the greateft 
Regret every Year after. But he was pre* 
fented with a Ring off the Chevalier's 
Finger. 

This Affair, tho* very fecretly Tranfa£ted, 
was known in London long before his Re-* 
turn. 

* Sir Luke Scbaub, in a Letter to Lord Carter it 9 
from Paris, May 20th, 1722, fays that Alderman 
Barber carried Bills of Exchange to the Pretender for 
50,000/.

Novels, Play of JLucius, with many Po- 
litical Pamphlets. ^ When he heard that his 
Correfpondence with the Clxvalier was 
known , he was very cautious in what man- 
lier to get iafe Home. His fole Confidence 
for xhis Purpofe, was placed in Oxi of his 
Adorable modern Sf infers; an ignorant and 
infoient Country-Wench, of as mean an 
Extraction as his own. : This Creature he

jtdante>wd& fent for by Him ; and where 
fhe appeared in the Grandeur of the Wife of 
an Alderman of London. She had concerted 
the Scheme of bringing him over in a fmall 
Fifhing-Veflel, with a French- Footnjan he 
had hired there, and they Landed, as they 
thought, very fafely and fecredy, it Battle in 
Sufex; but to their great Surprile Mr. 
Crew one of the King's Meffengers lay ready 

at

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at that Place, and took the Aldermen into 
Cuftody at the very inftant of his Landing, 
but ufed him with great Humanity, and 
brought him fafe to my Lord towtfbmd. 

Hs had now no Profpeft of efcaping Pu- 
nifhment, but. by the Lenity and Mercir 
of the Government* His fortuitous Wealth 
was now in danger of being forfeited j and 
his Life lay at the Difpolal of the Law.' 
But, by the unexampled Goodods of liis 
late Majefty , and the Good-nature .*nd Com- ; 
pamoo of Sir Robert Walp^t, .hisj Offences- 
leaped unpunished; and how gc&tefutty he 
returned the Favour, is too puWlc to need 
farther Explanation: for he verified the 
Proverb, Save a Tbief, &c. I cannot for- 
bear mentioning one Inftance of his extreme 
Avarice, as it may ierve to gitfe a more\ 
juft Idea of his Temper and Chara&er. 

> Whijl? he was obliged to Abfcond, and 
his Life depended on his being discovered, he 
took a Haqkney-CoaCh, to go privately and 
eomult fome Frttnd? about his. Affairs. 
When he returned.* he gave the Coachman 
only a Shilling, although his Fare was 
Eighteen-Pence, It was to no PUrpofe for 
the poor Fellow to expoftulate, for he pofi- 
tivefy perfifted to deny giving hina his Due, 
At laft, the Coachman, provoked by his be* 
, ing defrauded of hisjwft Demand, told him 

h*. 
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he kne#1iim j and knew tie could Hanghim ; 
and Swore he would go and make a Difco- 
veiy , if he refufed him Payment any longer. 
But the Alderman, deaf to all his Menaces, 
chofe rather to risk the Lofs of all he had, 
and to put his Life into the Power of fo 
refolute a Fellow, than not to fave one fingle 
Sixpence, even where it was legally De- 
mandable. 

Ag ree abl e to thiswas hisDomeftic- Ava- 
rice; for his Frencb-F ootman foon made a 
merry Obfervation, that Lady Barber at 
Calais, in Brocade, wore the plain Stuff-Gown 
in England \ or> the Miftrefs Abroad, was 
the Maid at Home. 

When he was appointed Lord-Mayor of 
London, he was prevailed on, by Dean 
Swifts to accept of a Chaplain from Ireland, 
the Reverend Mr. Piliington, a Young Gen- 
tleman for whom the Dean had conceived 
I a great Affe&ion and Efteem. The Inti- 
macy between them began by the Dean's 
admiring fome Pamphlets wrote by that 
i Gentleman: One was called, The Poet's 
' Diary, Occafioned by Lord Carteret's hav- 
i ing given him Fifty Cruineas for an Ode on 
• his Majesty's Btrtb-Dayi. and the Other 
was called* An Infallible Scheme to 
fay the Debt of Ireland, by a Tax upon Vice. 
, This laft Pamphlet pafled for the Dean\ 
J* and 
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and it gave the Dean a Curiofity to be ac- 
quainted with the Author.- He foon grew 
to be very fond of him, and recommended 
him. to the Alderman, in the following Let- 
ter, which is an Authentic Copy from the 
Dean's Original.

This Letter was font to Mrs. Barber, the 
Poerefs, and Dr. Delany\ who were then in 
XiOtybfy to be delivered by them to the Al- 
derman* But they never delivered it, out 
of a Define* as was fuppofed* to prevent the 
Deans Recommendation from fucceeding* 
And the Dean was under a Neceffity of 
Writing a Second Letter, to the fame Pur* 
fqfi, to obtain the Alderman's Grant of the 
PJace to Mr. Pilkington.

The Alderman, during his Mayoralty, af- 
fe£fced to be very Popular, and to^that end 
embraced every Opportunity of failing the 
Applaufe of the Public. f±. . 

Had this Thirft for Honour been excited 
fcy a virtuous Principle, it had made his 
Memory beloved by his Fellow-CUfcens, 
But, when they faw through the thin Dif- 
guife, which could not conceal W.&eaJ 
P e J&u>. even from thofe of the kaft JDif. 
fernment, then, he as remarkably Sunk in

This Temper of his was ftrongly exem- 
plified in the Conduct and Execution of the

npHE firft Clamour againft the Excife 
\. Scheme was raifed by fome wealthy 
*tobaccpnifts in London ; who fearing their own 
privat^Interefts might fuffer, took all ima- 
ginabj^pains to make it the Concern of the 
PubliS? But the moft active Perfon in that 
Affiiirff was Mr. Bofwortb, * who fpared no 
Expence, Induftry, or Intereft, to difconcert 
that Scheme, and to oppofe the Intentions of 
the Miniftry. ; 

To fecure the LordUMayor in the Oppofi- • 
tion, he was Vifited, Carefled, and a- 
bundantly flattered by the Anti-Courtiers, 
of the Nobility and Commoners. Amongft 
whom were Lord Litchfield, Sir William 
Wyridhdm^ Mr. Pulteney, &c And this 
Vifit had the intended EffecT:, for, it foothetf 
his Vanity fo highly, that he was, from 
thenceforward, more firmly Attached to them 
than ever. 



/ 
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But in the midft of all his Honours, he 
was grieved and mortified, to find Mr. Bof- 
worth likely to acquire the whole Glory 6f 
the Opposition among the Citizens. And 
he grew peevilh and melancholly, as often 
as he heard him mentioned with Advantage. 
But, at laft he hit upon a Projeft, which, 
although it beno great Proof cf his Honour, 
Integrity, or Sincerity ; yet, for a while 
it anfwered his Defires, and procured the 
Appearance of that Popularity, for which 
his Soul feemed fo long to Languifh. 

The Citizens, alarmed by Mr. Bojwortb, 
grew impatient to have a Common-Council 
called; but fome Difficulties were (till 
thrown in the way, till Matters were ripe 
for Execution. 

During this Interval, The Lord-Mayor 
expreffecf an uncommon Friendfhip for Mr. 
Bo/wortb, and a diftinguifhed Zeal for th# 
Good of his Fellow-Citizens., And, in 
fhort, his Eagernefs in this Ca&fe, and his 
warm Expreffions of Friendfhip prevailed fo 
far with Mr. Bojwortb, as to make him on- 
bofom himfelf iotirely to Him, and acquaint 
him with every Step he had taken. This was 
all the Lord Mayor wanted ; for then he im- 
, mediately Concerted his Scheme, to aiTume 
.the Honour of the Oppo/itionfotely to himfelf, 

and 
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anddifappoint the Secret Defire of Populari- 
ty, which he thought might eafily bcdifcerned 
in his Friend. 

THEfirfl Step hit took, was to perfuadc 
Mr. Bofwgrtb to fhew him the Copy of the 
Mill, which was procured by fcmfc unknown- 
Methods \ ATr> or, *%vo%v r tm.fecond-Reading 
of the Bilfim the Souje of Commons^ Mr. 
Bofwortfyvthohad noSufpicion of the Fraud, 
readily complied, and told die Lord^Mayon^ 
that his Intention was to introduce it into 
the Common+Council with a fbt Speech; Ba- 
caufe, he knew it would be a moft agree- 
able Surprife to the whole AjfembJy y tom,vc 
it laid before them, and caavafled Critical- 
ly. The Lord-Mayos teemed transited 
with the' Thought. But, (fays be) u My 
dear Friend, let me offer one Thing as an Im- 
provement of your Dejign, which is this, do 
you give me the Billy and I will jujl open the 
-Council by letting them know, thatjucba 
Bill is fa be laid before tbem r and I will refer 
them to. you 9 for the farther Explanation qf 
the dangerous Tendency of it. And, to 
make the Bill appear of more Importance, I 
myfelf will prejent it to them, and . then you 
may expatiate at Pleqfure". 

Mr.Bos worth, not fufpe&ing the fraudu- 
lent Intention of his Friend the lLord*Mayor, 

concurred 
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concurred very readily; and could not be per- 
fuaded into the molt diftant Apprehenfioti • 
of the Cheat, that was to be put upon him, 
under the Difguife of Friendihip and Inte- 
grity. 

The Mayor, thus far fuccefsfal, retired to 
Shene for Two or Three Days; and there, • 
with die Affiftance of fome Friends of Ge- 
nius, compofed that Speech, which was after- 
wards fo Public and Popular. He took gre%t 
Pains to get it prfe£t, and to fpeak it Em- ' 
phatically j and when he was duly, prepared, 
the Common-Council was Called; with all Ex- 
pedition, and he appeared extravagantly ea- 
ger to J& his Pa rt in the Farce** 

TnisjirtfuLProca&ngfbcon&wdedMr* 
Bo/worth; that when the Mayor referred to 
him for a farther Detection of the danger- 
ous Tendency of the Bill x He only anfwer- 
ed, that the Mayor bad left him nothing to fay. 

Now was his darling Paffion vainly gra- 
tified to the Full, for, his Speech was printed, 
and every Day he was fo happy, as to fee 
himfelf in the Papers, and fonletimes Com- 

5>limented ! He Tampered with his Chap- 
ainjf and offered him a confiderable Gratu- 
ity, if he would but Publifh fomewhat in

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his Praife. But, that Gentleman* who ab- 
horred his Principles, and dcfpifed him for 
.his Follies and Vices, never would proftitute 
himfelf fo fer as even to pay him a Verbal 
Compliment on that Occafion. 

However, being here difappointed, his 
next Thought was to get his Picture painted, 
in Order to have a Print to perpetuate hfc 

'Honour. His PiSiure was painted extremely 
Like, and of Confequence extreamly Ugly. 

"This Un-jlattering-Keprefentation mortified 
him 5 but he hoped to look Hendfomer in 
the Print : And he who wasfo exceflively 

•Penurious iii all other Refoe&s, had yet the 
vain Prodigality to give Thirty Guineas to 
an eminent Eneravcr,* for a Print of him- 
felf, to fpread his Achievements to the re- 

1 moteft Part of Great-Britain. But, alas ! 
here was a new Piftrefs ; for unfortunately, 
the Engraver made him not one bit Hand* 

fomer than the Painter,f and thofe who faw 
k, and commended it as zJlrong-Likenefs, 
difobli^ed him effectually ; becaufe it ap- 
peared even to himfelf a Difagreeabk and 
Vn-deJirableObjeEl.

Life, to make his Pencil ftrike out any Thing that looked 

like a Human-Phifiognomy^ the Original had fo nearly the 

• Refemblance of an Old-Baboon, 

For 
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For a while, he became extreamly Popu- 
lar ; but the Trick he had played his Friend 
beginning to be whifpered Abroad, He funk 
into his Original Contempt. After this there 
was but little Correspondence, and not a 
very good Underftanding between Him and 
Mr. Bojwortb ; which is well known to many 
of the moil: leading Citizens. Yet (till his 
Vanity taught him to imagine that he had a 
prodigious Weight with the Livery-Men o£ 
London, on Account of his pad: ConduQ: 5 and 
induced him to ftand Candidate to be one of 
the Reprefentatives for the City. But, he 
found fo considerable a Majority againft him, 
that his Hopes foon vaniihed into Air. 

The latter Part of his Life was no *u>ayx$- 
markable. His Female Intimates were the 
fame, who had ingroITed him ever fince the 
Death of the Ingenious Mrs. Manley ; the 
Principal of which, were one of his Servants, 
andMifs JD*******, both of whom had fuf- 
ficiently and equally fuffered in their Repu- 
tation by him, although they did not equal- 
ly lhare the Fortune he Died pofleflea of. 
For the firft Bullied him out of the Bulk of 
his whole Eftate, and tp the other he only 
left 1000/. Legacy. But, as Ihaveob- 
ferved, he A&ed a moft Ungenerous as well 
as a moft ungrateful Part to the Sifter of 
his beft Benefa&refs Mrs. Manley: For though 
he derived a great Part of his Wealth from 
D 2 tke 
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the Writings, and Intereft, of that celebrated 
Genius ; yet* he never confidered the Debt 
he awed Her : Nor has he remembered 
Thole ia his Will, who had the beft and 
ifcnejleft Claim to his Subftance. 

I skall conclude all, with his true 
Character. But, I muft acquaint 
you, in as fbort a Manner as poffihle, 
Bow the following, Chara&er came to be 
Written, and by what Incident it was made 
known to Himself, and to the World* 

Dean Swift had, it feems, given a pofitive 
Command to the Toung Gentleman be re- 
commended to the Alderman for his Chap- 
lain, to write him an Impartial Cbar after of 
the Lord-Mayor ; and charged him upon 
his Frienflhip to fpeak his dire& Sentiment $. 
This Reverend Gentleman promifed the 
Dean he would; and Punctually obeyed. 
After Nine or Ten Months Observation, He 
drew it up, and lent it over to the Dean, 
who was highly delighted with it, and 
declared it to be as exaft a PiSture of the 
Man, as could be drawn. As he read it to 
ieveral of his Friends, He one Day, out of 
Mirth, read it to Dr. Delany and Mrs. Bar- 
ter, who alio feemed Tranfported with the 
Jujlnefs of the Char after. But, though (he 
exprefled fo great a Pleafure in bearing it, 
that Feint was only to induce the£>«w*to let 
• her 
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her read it over Carefully, kerfifa in a mode 
deliberate Manner. 

She asked, and the Dean complied 1 and 
fee took care to imprefc it in ber Memory* 
As ftrongly as fee could. And the Moment 
fee left the Dean t fee wrote as much of it 
as fee could remember, to Mrs. Dretincourt % 
an Old Gentlewoman, Who was a great In* 
timateof the Lord-Mayor's> landdefirtd 
her not only xo Read it to bim, buttoi<# 
him know the Juthot.. Such Wafc Ac Sincerity 
of that Female JUDAS* 

The Old Gentlewoman Was pun£hial to 
her Orders ; and hurried away with htr.Ifiv 
telligence, as faft as her Years and Infirmi- 
ties would permit, and Un-burthcned herfelf 
of the Secret. {JFby Mfs. tiafbr Aftdd 
this ungenerous Part* may pto&bfy ap- 
pear hereafter more at large ; together with 
the Particulars of the Letter fee wrote to 
the late Queen in Dean Swiffs Name, ex- 
tolling and recommending herfelf in the 
Higheft Strain of Compliment, asalfothe 
Dean's extreme Refentment of it.) But, as 
to the Lord-Mayor, when he heard it, he 
very calmly talked with the Gentleman who 
wrote the Cbarafter, telling him what he 
had heard* and through what Channels it 
came. The other candidly acknowledged 
the Faft, yet at the fame Time could not 
D 3 but 
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but fecm amazed at the Treachery made 
ufe of, to Publifh >vhat was only intended 
for the private- Amufement of the Dean. 
And, inftead of making any Efforts to con- 
ceal it, he immediately fhewed the Origin 
nal, of which what the Alderman had heard, 
was only a very Imperf eft-Copy. 

The Mayor himfelf confefled, that all 
that was faid therein was True ; he owned 
himfelf forry, not to be able to contradi& 
\t ; and asked Pardon of the Author, if h€ 
had ever given him Offence, (as he was con- 
icious he had) and bfegged, that for the fu- 
ture they might live Amicably* And here 
the Uneafinefs ended.

He was Infolent from his 
Station* in xhejirft Part of his Mayoralty ; 
and is doubly fo in the Latter \ by the little 
Fame, ^frich h? imagines he hatn acquire*!.

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His intifnate-Friend$ y he treats like his 
'Dependants ; his Defendant s, like his Foot- 
men ; apd his Footmen, like his Slaves. He 
is profufe of Promifes ; but the Moment he 
hath uttered them, they are forgotten. Like 
the Lord, in the' Tale of a Tub, He is at 
all Times Jo ready to Give bis Word^ that 
he never can KEEP it. If ever he Repents, it 
is only for Accidental or Extorted Liberalities. 

While an Agent for the Pretender 
he Publicly yibjured him •, and Swore Alkr 
giance tQKixig George, while he coveted 
to Dethrone Him : perjured to Both j 
Faithful to Neither. 

He is unmindful of all Favours, as fooq 
as they are f>*fi > and has no Ear for «wy- 
9%Mg'bBt his own-PraiJe. His gfeateft 
Favourites are his Flatterers $ and his FZ*/- 
frra\* are the Nation's F00Z*. He is Ptf/V? 
without Req/m $ P/w</ withoijt ikfi^r/V ; J/A 
natured without #7/ ; and the greateft Pra- 
yer, without the teah Sincerity. Hefeems 
to be the only Jingle In/lance of a Man, who 
hath a Complication of Vices, Follies, and III- 
<%ualities % without one Virtue to weigh i^ 
the oppofits Scale. 

-* And being both of themeanejl Education^ 
^sA^meanefi A^earanqe^ imagines him- 
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felf capable of infpiring the wijeft with 
Envy, and the faireft, with Low. 

Consonant to this Character was the 
laft Action of his Life. For, ia bis Will 
he has inferted fome few Flatterers - 3 but o- 
mitted many Friends. By fuch an egregious 
A3 of Folly has be left tbe World, that 
it is faid, the Woman whofe lnfolenee brought 
bim under the chief Infirmities of which he 
Died* had the greateft Share of his Efteem: 
And if he departed in the Communion of any 
Religion, it is ftrongly fuppofedto be Hat of 
the Church of Rome, whok Princifks were 
rivetted in his Heart.

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In the Year 17 1 9, upon the Publication of 
Dr. Woodward's State of Phyjic, d. great 
Difputearofe between Him, Dr. Me ad, Dr. 
Freind, Dr. Cade, &c. infomuch thatitter- 
minated in a great Quarrel. At this Jun&ure it , 
was given out that Mr, Cbrijlopher Bullock 
(who at that Time had farmed the, Theatre 
in JaincoMs-Inn-Fields of Mr. Rich) was 
upon bringing on a Farce, called, The 
Triumvirate : Or the Battle gf Physici- 
ans, Which, when ready to be Performed^ 
was, by the Intereft of two of the above- 
mentioned Gentlemen, forbid by the Duke 
oSNewcajlle (then Lord Chamberlain) to b6 
A&ed. Upon this, it was refolved to Print 
it; and the Publication of it being Adver^ 
tifed, Alderman Barber was employed by 
Dr. Freind to get it Suppreffed. This* by 
the fole Intereft of Mr. Rich's Prompter 
with the Perfon who had purchafed ttte Copy 
of Mr.^//^,wasaceomplifhed, and die 
^danufcript Burnt, upon Barber's paying 
50/3 butaReferve was made by die Promp- 
ter, that (in Confideration of the Eajy- 
Terms, on which the Suppreflion was grant- 
ed) when Mr. Barber was asked a Favour 
in Return, he fhould be as ready to oblige. 
The enfuing Winter, Mr. Bullock propoled 
a Subjcription for the Support of his Theatre, 
and Barber was attended by Him, in Order 
to engage his Intereft in tne Affair. It is 

true, 
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true, he received him in a Friendly manner, 
jind told him He had the Honour of being well 
acquainted with fever al Perfons of Diftin&i- 
on, and that he would do bis utmoft to engage 
them in bis Favour. He was afterwards called 
upon (by the Prompter) but nothing was 
xlorie for Mr. Bullock. 

Shortly after, the Prompter,asMr. Bul- 
lock had been difappointed, requefted a very 
fmall Favour of the Alderman for Himfelf, 
which was only to take a few Tickets for a 
Benefit-Play ; upon which, he todk a Couple 
of Box, and fix Pit Tickets, and after the 
Play was over, returned them all again. 

Thus, according to theArtful Practices of 
his whole Life, which were always glofled 
over with fair Words, folf$ Smiles, and the 
moft folemn Promifes, (that he never in 
the leaft regarded) was his Behaviour on 
this Occafion. But, this moft important Ser- 
vice, as he called it, was by him represented 
to Dr. Freind in a very large Magnifying^ 
Glajs, viz. That he had been obliged to Se- 
veral Friends among the Bookfellers for their 
Affiftance in accommodating this Aflair, and 
been at great Expence in Treating them at 
Taverns, and was greatly hindered in his 
own Bufinefs. In fhort, ne got a Purfe of 
aoo Guineas out of the Triumvirate, 
tfrew off Dr. Freind from his own Bookfel- 

ler, 
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ler, Mn Bowyer in Ludgate-Street, (who 
Printed his Account of the Earl of Peter- 
borow's Conduit in Spain, His Chymi- 
cal Le&uresy &c. (And befides the Sum a- 
bovemeqtioned, Dr. Freindgwt Barber the 
Copy of his History of Physic, which 
made Two Volumes 8w,) 

This laft Favour, as well as all * former 
ones, conferred upon the Alderman by Dr. 
Freind, was wholly owing to Mrs* Mdnley ; 
yet fuch was the Infolence of his Behaviour 
to Her, that fhe juftly gave him the Name 
of Tyrant, and in a few Years he might be 
faid to aflame the Brute in forfaking the Po- 
Ute-Mijlrefsj to take up with the ignorant 
Jerving Wench. And here let the Work! judge 
how unworthy Barber was of fuch a Friend, 

" Mrs Manley was a Gentlewoman both 
« bv Birth and Education. All who had 
<c tne Happinefs of her Converfation, were 
u fooii convinced how free fhe was from 
u the general vain Frailties ctf her Sex;

Her Corps was very decent- 
ly Inserted in the middle He of the Church 
of St. Bennet Pouts-Wharf, where, On a 
Marble Grave-Stone, is the following In- 
fcription to her deferving Memory, viz.

The Widow Markendale y SifferofMrs* 
Manley, who lingered on a moft irkiome 
Life of about feven Years, under the info- 
lent Treatment of Barber and his Spin- 
ftersi was at laft releafed by Death, and 
Buried near the Remains ot her Sifter. 

As Mrs- Manleyh Hiftorfof her own Life 
was Printed under the Title of The Adven- 
tures of RiviELLA in the Year 1714, the 
Public are only to be informed, that befides 
the Pieces fhe therein recites (viz. Her 
Atalantis in 4 Volumes. The Royal Mif 
chief a Tragedy. And The Lojl Lover : or, 
The Jealous Hujband, a Comedy) She pub- 
lifhed a third Play, intituled, Lucius, The 
firjl Chrifiian King of Britain. The fecret 
Hijlory of Queen ZARAH, and the Zarazi* 
ans, containing the true Reafons of the 
Neceflity of the Revolution, that hap- 
pened in the Kingdom of Albigion, 17 u.

The Speech of Mr. Alderman Barber, 
after his Ele&ion. 

Gentlemen, 

JT is with a Heart full of Humility as well 
as Gratitude », J beg Leave to return my 
Thanks for the great Honour you have done 
me this Day, info unanimoujly choofing me the 
chief Magiftrate of this ancient and mojl re- 
nowned City. A City I wbofe Commerce is Jo 
extenfive, and wbofe Reputation by Trade Jo 
univerfal, that it is equally the Admiration 
hnd Envy, as its Merchants are the EJleem of 
all Foreign Nations wbatjoever. 

I am veryjenfble of the great Care and 
Trouble that muft necejfarily attend, as well 
as my ow& Want of Ability to execute, a

The Lord Mayor, in the Chair, made a 
handfome Reply ; and the next Buiinefs of the 
Court, was to rcqueft their following Repre- 
fentatives,v\z. Sir John Eyks, Mr. Alderman 
Parfons, Sir John Barnard, and Mr. Alder- 
man Perry , to lay before the Parliament, as 
follows: 

That the Lord Mayor, and Aldermen, de- 
clared their Apprehenfions, from their Expe- 
rience, of the Laws of Excife : 1.
